Mrs. Davis. who is a college 
graduate, devoted no more time 
than the average Southern stu- 
dent to the Bible. She was, and 
is, a regular church attendant 
‘Baptist’, but she devoted no 
extra-curricular attention to it as 
a study subject. 


A Novel 

About a year ago she was af- 
flicted with a fever to write a 
novel based on the life of Sarah, 
the beautiful wife of Abraham. 
Her beauty is revealed in some of 


the Apocrypha and in some of the 
Dead Sea Scroll discoveries in 
more detail than the Bible ac- 
count. At any rate, led on by this 
desire, Mrs. Davis began to re- 
search the Old Testament and 
found herself accumulating a con- 
siderable amount of Biblical lore. 

It. was this which led her to 
have a try at the $64,000 Chal- 
lenge . . . with results as noted. 
She defeated all comers, includ- 
ing some who had spent their 
» lives as teachers and students of 
the Bible. On Aug. 4 she will fly 
to Israel and Jerusalem. There 
she will compete with winners 
from 13 other nations, some of 
them learned scholars. Mrs. 
Davis is nervous, but by no means 
without hope. 

How did Mrs. Davis acquire this 
ability to remember? 

She thought a bit, and said she 
could not be sure. She may have 
been born with... a rare ability 
to photograph what she has read, 
or heard, and keep it there. 

“I was not too popular with my 
sister,’ she said, ‘“‘who was in 
some of the same classes with me 
at college. I never took notes. I 
just listened. I could keep what 
the lecturer or teacher said in my 
memory, word for word as he or 
she said it. My sister and some 
friends would become very an- 
noyed with me for making an A 
without notes while they had 
made volumes of notes and 
maybe received a B. 

“When I was in the isolation 
booth listening to the question,” 
she continued, “I could see the 
answers as I had read them on 
the pages of the Bible. I don't 
know how I do it.” 

This is not, however, a fool- 
proof, or sure-thing system. 


Disadvantages 


“It has its disadvantages,”’ said 
the Bible champion of the United 
States. “If the question is not 
clear, then the answers are not 
likely to flash up in my memory. 
I missed a few, which my oppo- 
nents also failed to answer, on 
the Challenge program because 
of this. Afterwards, when it was 
possible to clarify them, I quoted 
chapter and verse. And, of course, 
there is always the possibility 
questions will come from «some 
portion of the Bible which I have 
not studied. Since going on the 
program I have devoted a lot of 
hours every day to reading and 
memorizing, but naturally there 
are areas which I know better 
than others.” 

Mrs. Davis has not seen the 
rules of the international contest 
to. be held in Jerusalem. In 
Israel some 450 persons from all 
parts of that small nation have 
registered for the elimination 
which will produce that country’s 
champion. Their ages are from 
16 to 80 years, and Talmudic and

MOSCOW (UPI)—Russia has 
charged Turkey with planning to, 
attack Iraq “in a few days’ 
time’’ and has sharply warned 
the Turks against taking such 
action, it was disclosed Friday. 

Russia charged that Turkey 
was prevented so far from exe- 
cuting a planned attack on Iraq 
by the ‘‘absence of full agreement | 
with the United States regarding | 
this venture’ and the knowledge 
that Russia and ‘‘other peace-lov- 
ing states’”’ would oppose the ac- 
tion. 


“REQUEST FROM HUSSEIN” 


A Soviet note to Turkey as- 
serted that ‘‘a request from King 
Hussein,” the Jordanian king who 
has declared himself head of the 
Iraq-Jordan Arab Union, might 
be used as a pretext for the at- 
tack. The new Iraqi regime has 
denounced the union. 

The note, delivered Thursday 
to the Turkish Foreign Ministry 
in Ankara and reported by Mos- 
cow radio Friday night, said that 
“according to reports, the Tur- 
kish government is preparing to 
begin military operations against 
Iraq in a few days’ time.” 

“The Soviet government,” the 
note said, “considers it its duty 
to warn the Turkish government 
of its responsibility for the likely 
consequence of an armed con- 
flict in this region.

WASHINGTON — The Senate 
adopted Friday night a farm bill 
that carries the first major 
change in basic farm price sup- 
port mechanism in _a quarter of 
a century. The vote was 62-to-11. 

It retains the parity principle, 
first adopted in 1933 New Deal 
farm legislation, but gives to the 
administration the authority it has 
sought to lower price supports 
and loosen federal planting con- 
trols. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 
son immediately hailed the meas- 
ure as a “‘long step in the direc- 
tion of greater freedom for farm- 
ers."’ Although “‘it is not all the 
administration sought, the bill 
represents a victory for sound 


principles,”’ he asserted in a state- 
ment. 


HOUSE ACTION 


House action is expected early | 


next week, probably under a sus- 
pension of House rules, to take up 
the measure and adopt it in sub- 
stantially the same form as the 
Senate version. 

While the administration gained 
authority it long has sought, the 
Senate passage represented a vic-

The bill’s major feature is the 
new price mechanism.

NEW YORK (AP) A four- 
engine Pan American airliner with 
45 persons aboard landed safely 
at Argentia, Newfoundland, early 
Saturday after flying 450 miles 
over the Atlantic with a runa- 
way propeller. ; 

The stricken DC7 was escorted 
to safety by six aircraft. It had 
declared an emergency four 


‘hours earlier while flying over 
‘the Atlantic east of Halifax. 


Capt. Robert P. Postlewaite, 
Wilton, Conn., pilot of the disabled 
aircraft, reported the 36 passen- 
gers and nine crew members all 
remained calm during the harrow- 
ing experience. 

It landed at 12:36 a.m. The pilot 
had declared an emergency at 
8:35 p.m. 

The Coast Guard said the pilot 
of the stricken plane almost 


' ditched his ship some 350 miles 


southeast of the tip of Newfound- 
land but changed the emergency 
plan when the plane began to re- 
gain altitude. 

The plane was near Ocean Sta- 
tion Delta, where a Coast Guard 
vessel was stationed, when the 
propeller went wild. The first plan 
was to pancake into the ocean 
near the Coast Guard ship. 

The disabled plane had left Idle- 
wild Airport at 2:42 p.m. on a 
flight to Lisbon.

WASHINGTON (#—The Senate 
Finance Committee voted Friday 
to give the entertainment business 
a break by removing the 10 per 
cent admission tax from the first 
$1 of the price of tickets. 

Tickets costing 90 cents or less 
are now exempt from the tax but, 
if the price is higher than 90 cents 
the tax must be paid on the full 
amount. 

Under the change approved by 
the senators, the tax on a ticket 
costing $3, for example, would 
apply only to $2 of the total. For 
the ticket buyer, the total cost 
would be $3.20 instead of the pres- 
ent $3.30. 

If Congress approves the change 
the public will save an estimated 
25 to 30 million dollars a year.

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Can West Counter 
Khrushchev Game? 


While details still must be worked out 
to prevent it becoming a mere propaganda 
circus for the Kremlin, a summit meet- 
ing within the U.N. Security Council to 
discuss the Middle East appears not too 
far off. 

As usual, however, the United States 
is in a position of holding back. Nikita 
Khrushchev, while branding the United 
States as an aggressor in Lebanon, ap- 
pears eager and willing to have the meet- 
ing without further delay. His thus is 
the positive approach and ours the nega- 
tive. 

But it is vitally important to this 
country that we not go to such a confer- 
ence unprepared. To do so would he to 
fall into the trap which Khrushchev has 
set. 

First of all, what is our objective? 
Is it merely to maintain a political status 
quo in the Arab world? Noting that Iraq 
now is moving rapidly to join Nasser’s 
Arab Republic, this appears to be an im- 
possible goal. Our objective, then, must 
be to accommodate ourselves to that na- 
tionalism while preventing it from be- 
coming an arm of Soviet imperialism. 

Khrushchev’s goal, too, should be plain. 
He hopes to hit at the heart of the West 
through its back door. He has been 
using Nasser to inflame Arab national- 
ism to win control over the “oil-produc- 
ing nations in the Middle East. 
then. at the bidding of Khrushchev, would 
be in a position to blackmail Western 
Europe. 

By using Nasser, Khrushchev has 
made the Middle East the greatest test- 
ing ground in the cold war. He hopes 
to win this gateway to Asia and Africa 
and eventually to convert the whole area, 
including Iran and Turkey, to commu- 
nism. If he succeeds, he has won his grand 
design for world domination. 

The West’s cards, of cours®, are many. 
But our policy still is vacillating. We are 
talking of withdrawing our troops from 
Lebanon even while trying to plan for 
negotiations from strength. But it is the 
West and only the West which can pro- 
vide investments, markets and develop- 
ment for Middle East oil. 

In spite of all Moscow’s promises, it 
{s only the West which can provide the 
funds and the real aid for development of 
the Arab countries. How to prevent Nas- 
ser from becoming more of.a Soviet vas- 
gal while trying to win back the friend- 
ship of the Arabs is now the big prob- 
lem. 

Except for lack of a policy, the West 
is in a better position now in the Middle 
East. Unless we develop such a policy— 
instead of negative stances—the result 
very likely will be disaster.

Why Put Roadblocks 
In Way of Efficiency? 


Five bills are pending in Congress 


which, if passed, would cost American 
consumers untold billions of dollars. 
Théy are in the so-called “fair trade” 


category and would result in compul- 
sory pricing and marketing policies as a 


substitute for today’s free market forces. 


These measures, if passed, plainly 
would amount to mandatory government 
restraint of trade. They would inflict pen- 
alties on low-cost, high-volume selling 
by regulating prices to consumers through 
sellers. They would set up minimum 
prices for specific products through in- 
dustries, tending to eliminate price com- 
petition at the expense of consumers. 


The intent of the measures supposedly 
is to protect small businesses from the 
necessity of meeting price competition 
from larger, more efficient distributors. 
Their net effect thus would be to dis- 
courage efficiency, encourage inefficiency 
and end efforts to lower costs of distribu- 
tion to consumers. 


We know there are abuses in the dis- 
tribution system today, with cartel-like 
arrangements throughout entire indus- 
tries. This is no credit to industry and 
should be stopped. But these “fair trade” 
bills would tend to make them worse and 
permanent fixtures in our economy. 


The measures would prevent granting 
of special discounts to large buyers such 
as farm or church cooperatives, volun- 
tary chains and institutional customers 
such as hospitals, educational institutions 
and the like. 


These bills would prove extremely 
costly to consumers. They would in- 
crease distribution costs all along the 
line without being of lasting benefit to 
small retailers. In addition, their consti- 
tutionality is doubtful. 

Congress should turn thumbs down 
on these efforts to change the whole di- 
rection of our distribution system.

By the cynic’s definition, a political party platform is something 
a politician stands on until he gets elected. A platform is too often 
a catch-all almost invariably 10 times as long as it need be and 
seldom is read by anyone except those who write it. 


We were present in San Fran- 
cisco, for example, when the Re- 
publican platform of 1956 was en- 
dorsed by a convention of enthu- 
siastic delegates who not only 
hadn’t read it but who hadn't 
even seen it until they were called 
upon to vote. 

All of this by way of calling at- 
tention to something Sen. Russell 
(D-Ga) said the other day. He 
was arguing against statehood for 
Alaska and was reminded that 
both party platforms had en- 
dorsed it. Who reads platforms? 
Russell wanted to know. Those of 
recent years have been ‘‘so long 
drawn out, so specious in their 
promises, and so contradictory in 
their terms’”’ that he doubted any- 
one in the Senate bothered to 
read them — and added, “‘I know 
I never did.” 

And then Sen. Russell had a dis- 
turbing thought: “What a coun- 
try we would have if the Con- 
gress were tO pass every pro- 
— embraced within the politi- 
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budget we would have, what a 
tax burden we would have and 
what a conglomeration of laws 
we would have!”’ 


The senator has something 
there. Platforms have become 
Christmas trees with goodies for 
everyone on them. They have be- 
come so windy and confusing that 
no one pays any attention to them 
except to cite a passage in argu- 
ing for some personally desired 
goal. 

In just two years the political 
parties will be going to work on 
their 1960 platforms. Wouldn't it 
be a good idea right now to start 
a move for platform reform? 
Plan platforms that are simple, 
easily read, straightforward and 
meaningful. Platforms could be 
important. They ought to be. 

But they won’t be until poli- 
ticians see, as Sen. Russell points 
out, that most platforms of late 
have been meaningless hodge- 
podges that should never have 
been written.

This means that while Ameri- 
can forces in Lebanon and Jordan 
are needed to prevent Nasser 
spreading his domination by co- 
ercicon over elected governments 
which do not wish to be domi- 
nated by Nasser, there can be no 
durable stability in the Mideast 
as long as peace is imposed by 
American ferces. This is why sta- 
bility in the Middle Fast can only 
be secured by the United Nations 
as the collective arm of the free 
world.

The explanation of this action 
is equally simple. It is that British 
public and parliamentary opinion 
forced the President’s reluctant 
acquiescence, just as _ pressure 
from@pthe British Labor Party was 
the decisive factor in arranging 
the last summit meeting in July 
of 1955 at Geneva. 


To see how far the idea of sum- 
mit diplomacy has drifted, it is 
necessary to go back five years 
to May 11, 1953, when Sir Winston 
Churchill coined the phrase and 
defined the terms of what he re- 
garded as a useful ‘‘summit meet- 
ing.” 

“This conference,” he said, 
“should not be overhung by a 
ponderous or rigid agenda or led 
into mazes and jungles of techni- 
cal details zealously contested by 
hordes of experts and officials 
dravn up in a vast cumbrous 
arrya. 

‘The conference should be con- 
fined to the smallest number of 
powers and persons possible. It 
should meet with a measure of 
informality and a still greater 
measure of privacy and_  se- 
clusion.”

departments of city government. 

Atlanta’s Mayor Hartsfield was 
asked to comment on precisely 


what he is doing to help get the 
city ready to submit its final 
plans for urban renewal to the 
federal government by the Dec. 
15 federally imposed deadline. 

He said he is attempting to pro- 
vide leadership and to ‘‘sell” the 
program through the exercise of 
his influence. 

VERY WEAK 

But, he added, “‘the mayor’s of- 
fice, as far as power goes, is 
very weak.” It isn’t fair to com- 
pare Atlanta’s urban _ renewal 
progress to that made by other 
cities which have different forms 
of government, he added. 

Mayor Hartsfield pointed out 
that he can nominate new de- 
partment heads but that he has 
no power to remove from office 
any of the “pretty firmly en-| 
trenched”’ ones, even though he! 
may not approve of their actions — 
or lack of actions. | 

Asked if he thinks any of the 
present department heads are not | 
doing all they should in support | 
of urban renewal, the mayor com- 
mented: 

DYNAMIC CITY 

“I think in some places there 
may not be an awareness of the | 
program. But remember, we are, 
a progressive, dynamic city and 
everything we do is redevelop- | 
ment 

“We can’t just light on rede- 
velopment alone, though, and say 
to hell with everything else. 
Everything we are doing is re- 
development and we have to con- 
centrate on other things, too.”’ 

Will Atlanta make it under the 
wire with its plans by Dec. 15?

The original soundtrack re-

Youth Workshop Planned Aug. 3-7 


A group of teen-age good will ambassadors will gather at | 


the FFA-FHA camp at Jackson next month to put into action the 
theme, “‘Building Better Citizens of Tomorrow With the Boys and 
Girls of Today.” 

The 13th annual Georgia Youth Workshop, sponsored by the 
Georgia Recreation Society, will convene at the camp Aug. 3, 
and sessions will continue through Aug. 7, assembling youth 
leaders and adult directors from teen clubs and recreation cen- 
ters throughout the state. 

The program will include practical help for youth centers and 
clubs just getting under way, as well as presenting new ideas and 
help to leaders of well-established centers. A special attempt is 
being made to make this a vital in-service training opportunity. 

There will be interest groups in which skills can be devel- 
oped in arts and crafts, music, dramatics, folk games, public re- 
lations, community service and numerous other relative fields. 
Time will be given to the consideration of problems faced in 
the organization and operation of teen clubs. Some of the best 
leaders in the state will be provided for these discussions. 

Dr. Eddie Neely Anderson of Atlanta, marriage relations 
counselor and youth psychologist, a favorite of workshop dele- 
gates of past years, will hold daily sessions with the youths on 
the teen-age status in the world of today. 

The youth workshop is designed to answer the teen-agers’ 
questions and the questions of others in those communities 
throughout Georgia who make repeated requests for guidance in 
planning, conducting and supervising recreation centers for youth. 
Originally planned for representatives from teen-age clubs and 
youth centers, the workshop now serves representatives from 
church and school groups and other service organizations. 

Workshop sessions will include a program on safety, a series 
on “How to Make Your Youth Center Click,” discussions on teen- 
age manners and etiquette, sportsmanship and a panel on “Are 
We Really So Bad?”
